CHINESE LACK PATRIOTISM. 


Mr J. D. Danby, who wasn passenger to 
Australia by the Changsha, was interviowed 
at Brisbane, and said that ‘when be left 
Hongkong tho European inhabitants were 
anxiously awaiting news of the war. On the 
other hand, tha Chinese residonta did not 
seem to interest themsulyes in it to any 
Groat extont. Their d4ympathios were with. 
the Japanese, but their intorest in the 
affaira of Northorn China was not very 
great. The genoral imprassion in Bong- 
kong was that the.war would oxtend over 
from two to three rene unless the «Ispan- 
ese wero successful in the movo thoy wore 
at present moking. ‘What the Japanese 
want to do,’ said Mr Danby, ‘is to cut off 
the food supplies of tho Russians, ‘Then 
we shall acon seo the termination of the 
war, The coastal towna wero now 
watched so closely by the Japanese fleot 
that thore wan no-chanee of provisioning 
the Russian army through them, The 
only way was to get food via the railways. 
Tho tactics of tho Japanese now. wore to 
intercept the Russian railway lines of , 
communication.’ Continuing, he raid that ” 
‘One thing wan very noticeable among the 
Chinese, namely, their lack of patriotism. 
If the Chineso wero involved in the war, 


‘| he thought the greatest difficulty would be 


experienced in getting them to stand 
together. There is very little national 
feeling. A Chinnman’s chief care was for " 
himself. The opinion-in Hongkong,’ Mr 
Danby: said, ‘was that if China were 
involved in: the struggle, nothing would 
prevent a genoral war, as all the Powers 
would fight’ for the possession of their 
present territory, and tho acquisition of 
more. Tho outbreak of hostilities had rot 
had much effect on commerce in. Hongkong. 
It was true that the money market had 
tightened somewhat in anticipation of the 
possibility of Chinn becoming involved.'.
